Law Triumphant 
Charles E. Mitchell former chairman of the Na­ 
tional City bank, will spend no time in prison and 
will pay no tine as penalty for the way he conducted 
bis financial affairs in the boom years. In the words 
of his able counsel, Max 1>. Steuer, when the Jury 
decided to acquit the once powerful banker of 
charges brought against him by the federal govern 
ment, “This verdict proves that in the state of New 
York justice cun •till be had by the verdict of a 
jwry; that neither mob physiology nor * motion will 
enter the final determination.” 
By this statement, Counsel Steuer tacitly admits 
that bls client’s record in public opiuion is far from 
«l*au. 
The verdict of acquittal was greeted with 
nnfavorable comments in many places without much 
regard for tbe adroit legal reasoning wbich enabled 
Banker Mitchell to walk out of the courtroom a free 
man. 
In the eyes of the people he was far from 
blameless, although It must be admitted that their 
charges were not concerned so much with his han­ 
dling of Income taxes aa with his activities aa a 
banker handling other People’s money during the 
late freeforall which terminated prosperity tor an 
indefinite period. 
The verdict of acquittal dotes th© case as far as 
its legal aspects are concerned. Law has triumphed 
over mass prejudice. 
A representative Jury, after

THE NAME OF THE STATE OF OHIO. 
The quest for definite record as to by whom the 
nam© of Ohio was given to this state is not likely 
to reach any such resuiL 
If, as claimed, the In 
dian nam© given the Ohio river was a longer one, 
it had been curtailed to tbe present form long be 
fore Ohio as a state 
was even 
projected. 
The 
Freuch discoverers of the river found that the In­ 
dian name of the river meant beautiful river and 
turned it into their “La Belle riviere," and lf France 
had permanently dominated this region, that would 
probably be tbe name of the river today. 
When by ordinance of 1787 congress provided for 
th© government of this territory It was referred to 
merely as “the 
territory northwest of the river 
Ohio.” 
lf Ohio was bat a remnant of the entire 
indian name for the river, it bad been used aa tbe 
common nam© of tne river so long that there was 
then no fear that the designation would not b© gen­ 
erally understood. 
The region was long known aa 
’The Ohio country.”

"I Awe worketh no ill to his neighbor love, therefore, is the fulfillment of 
the la w ”— Romans 13-10. 


Of all the subjects from which we 
might have chosen for consideration, 
today, what more significant one 
could we have selected? 


“Love worketh no ill to his neigh­ 
bor/' That thought alone should be 
sufficient to have us know that “love" 
is the chief corner stone upon which 
Christian character should be built 
But let us note, furthermore, what is 
said about “love." 
“Love therefore 
is the fulfillment of the law." 
Cer­ 
tainly, the Master must have had in 
mind something more than just that 
sort of “love" that goes out to our 
friends. 
Most any one is capable of 
that much “love." 


Yes, Christ intended that we should 
“love" our enemies. Such is the love 
that He had in mind when He said: 
“Love, therefore, is the fulfillment of 
the law." 
Ah! yes, the Saviour had 
in mind the quality of “love" that en­ 
abled Him to say, when those spikes 
were being driven through His hands 


“Father* forgive them, for they know 
not what they do." 


Perhaps our text might have a 
tendency to discourage us. No doubt, 
some may say: “Well, such a qualifi­ 
cation is beyond me, I just cannot 
measure up to that." 
Certainly the 
writer will confess—he cannot do it. 
Hence, it is from this angle that we 
should give serious consideration to 
the words of our text. 


No man, of himself, can forgive an 
enemy. 
It is not within us to be so 
charitable. 
God, alone, has made 
that possible. 
He who died upon 
Calvary hill, was the price paid for a 
“love" that will enable us to fulfill the 
law in the sense of our text. We may 
not be lost if we fail to forgive those 
who do us wrong—providing we pass 
away penitent and with a prayer up­ 
on our lips, but the difference be­ 
tween a happy life, and one that is 
not, is the difference in how we 
“love" and forgive our enemies.

COLUMBUS, O., Ju n e 24.—Th* 
proposed m erger of the state prohi* 
bitlon departm ent w ith the liquor 
control commission will be oppos­ 
ed by the latter body. 
Members of the comm ission sal* 
they favored continuance of the de­ 
partm ent as a separate unit for ens 
forcem ent of the probibition laws. 
The 
consolidation 
which 
wool* 
tran sfer enforcem ent duties to th* 
comm union, would be effected un­ 
der the provisions of a bill passed 
by the senate and aw aiting botts* 
action. 
Senator Joseph N. Ackerm an of 
Cleveland, who Introduced the bill* 
said the plan would m ean an sup 
nun) saving of 9100,000. 
A comprom ise plan was su g g est 
ed to Governor W hite by E. T. H i* 
on, comm ission chairm an.
